Judge Gary was on the bench promptly 


at tcu o'clock, suaronnded by a bevy of 
lair Irlends. He gave, in his piping 
voice, the usual warning against inter- 
ruptions by spectators. 


August Spies and his seven co-con- 


spirators trotted in briskly at the heels 
ol a burly bailiff, and dropped into his 
seat at the head ol the column, at right 
angtes with the sworn twelve.

A Village on the Falkland Islanda De- 


stroyed by an Avalanche. 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 
18.—Secretary 


Bayard has received a dispatch from tho 
United States Counsul at Port Stanley, 
Falkland Islands , giving an account ol a 
slip ol peat which occurred on the night 
of June 2, causing loss of life and great 
destruction of property. Extending the 
entire length 
of 
the 
south 
shore 


of the harbor and at a slight elevation 
Is a peat bog, from which the laboring 
population cut their fuel. There are no 
channels which drain the bog, and large 
quantities of water collect there during 
the long rains, which at certain seasons 
last for days. For the three days pre- 
vious 
to the disaster a 
rain-storm 


had prevailed. About eight o'clock in 
the evening the bog began to quake, and 
finally, with a noise like thunder, it 
broke loose, rushing down upon the 
town, carrying away every thing in its 
course, blocking 
up the streets and 


piling up the peat in places to the height 
of six or eight feet. Solid stone walls 
were rent asunder, fences, porches and 
iron lamp posls torn away, turned up 
boats, and houses were swept away be- 
fore its march. The terrified population 
believed their town was being destroyed 
bv an earthquake, and added their pierc- 
ing yells and cries for help to the inde- 
scrloable horror 
of the night. 
The 


avalanche 
lasted 
only 
about 
an 


hour, but its path was one of great 
devastation. 
A mass 
ol 
scattered 


peat, amounting to no less than 50,000 
tons, lay over the town. A boy ol seven 
and an old man named Patrick Keating 
were lost. Tne body oi the latter has not 
yet been exhumed. At the date ol thu 
dispatch, fourteen days after the slide, 
the people living near the inundated part 
were tearing another disaster, and were 
constantly on the alert. The Consul 
shared their apprehensions to some ex- 
tent, as the winter season, when heavy 
snows aud rains prevail, was at hand. 
The citizens ol the port had collected 
£200 lor the relief ol the sufferers. 


Another Possible Antagonist. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The report 


reaching here last night that the Chinese 
government Is increasing its armament 
with great haste and has ordered 200,000 
rifles from England, is looked upon with 
no small degree ol suspicion.

cated as much not long ago to the Presi- 
dent. Up to that time the President had
